TOBACED TAK LAW 
CHANGES FAVORED 


After drastic amendments striking 
several of the principal clauses from 
the bill the house committee on 
ways and means voted favorably 
Tuesday night on a _ substitute bill 
by Milner, of Dodge, designed to 
make more effective the state tax 
law on cigars and cigarettes. 

The bill as presented by Represen- 
tative Milner provided that dealers 
in tobacco should be licensed; de- 
fined the difference between a whole- 
saler and retailer; provided for revo- 
cation of license for violation of the 
tobacco tax law, and provided that 
stamps must be affixed to the con- 
tainers of the cigars or cigarettes as 
soon as put in stock, and affixed in 
such manner that they must be muti- 


}

| lated in opening the package. 


The committee amended by striking 
those clauses providing for revoca- 
tion of license and the clause which 
allowed the commissioner of revenue 
to collect delinquent taxes for a pe- 
riod of two years past. 

Omnibus Bill 0. K.'d. 


The committee also approved. an 
omnibus bill amending the general 
tax act in a number of features which 
the comptroller general of the state 
has declared are inequitable. ‘These 
features include an amendment to 
include dealers in motor trucks with 
dealers in automobiles in the occupa- 
tien tax section; to include “drive- 
it-yourself’” concerns in the occupa- 
tion tax on automobiles for hire; to 
make the tax on pool tables apply to 
each table operated, instead of to the 
whole establishment; to include lum- 
ber dealers under the occupation tax 
on dealers in coal, coke, wood; and to 
repeal the elause exempting strictly 
local mutual fire insurante companies 
from state taxes. The bill also lifts 
the occupation tax on merchandise 
brokers owing to a ruling of the su- 
preme court which bars the tax on 
brokers of produce from out of the 
state, thus inflicting a discrimina- 
tion on brokers handling Georgia 
products, it was asserted. 

Representative Milner’s bill to in- 
crease the salaries of the state auditor 
and assistant auditor and to pro- 
vide for another employee for that de- 
partment was favorably reported, as 
was a bill by Representative Jones, of 
Floyd county, amending the tax on 
corporations, so that foreign corpora- 
tions doing business in Georgia 
should pay the tax only on that por- 
tion of their capital stock invested 
in Georgia, rather than on their en- 
tire capital as now provided. 

Against Repeal. 

E. Griffith, secretary of the 
Southern Mutual Fire Insurance com- 
pany, of Athens, appeared before the 
committee to speak against repeal of 
the clause exempting Georgia mu- 
tual fire insurance companies from 
state taxes. He said he understood 
his company was the only one af- 
fected by the provision. 

The committee on education held a 
brief session on Tuesday night, fav- 
orably reporting on half a dozen meas- 
ures. One of these was a resolution 
requiring the state department of 
education to call for competitive bids 
on a textbook ‘on civil government 
and supply same to the school chil- 
dren of the state at cost. Another 
authorized the department of voca- 
tional education to use a sum in ex- 
cess of $13,000, now on hand, for the 
continuancé of its work. Other

The Anglo-Russian treaty negotia- 
tions collapsed, according to authoria- 
tive information, on the refusal of 
the soviet representatives to 
an article in the agreement 
they insisted left the way open 
Iingland eventually to demand com- 
pensation for foreign property na- 
tionalized by the soviet government. 
In other words, the explanation runs, 
it was a flat clash between commupn- 
ism and capitalism, although there 
had been many evasive discussions of 
other features of article XIV_ which 
the Russians found objectionable. 

The breakdown came as something 
of a surprise, as the Russians and 
their supporters had been strongly 
optimistic. 

There has been much speculation in 
diplomatic circles as to what Sec- 
retary of State Hughes might have 
said to Prime Minister MacDonald, 
during the secretary's recent visit 
here, with regard to the Russian 
recognition.

Not Toe Much Water. 


Can one drink too much 
water? (S. J.) 

Answer—Average of three quarts. 
Rarely does anybody drink too much 
water. Many drink too little. 

Sweaty Hands. 

Ts there anything to check or pre- 
vent perspiration of the face and 
ands? (C..@. 7.) .’ 

Answer—I can suggest noihing for 
sweating of the face. For excessive 
sweating of the hands paint the 
palms once or twice a week with a 
solution of 10 grains of chromic acid 
In one ounce of water. This stains 
the skin yellow for a time. If that is 
objectionable, sponge the palms daily 
for a week with a solution of half 
an ounce of aluminum chloride in two 
ounces of water. Or apply each night 
to the palms a pea sized piece of this 
ointment: Formalin, half a dram; 
menthol, two grains; lanolin, half an 
ounce; petrolatum, half an ounce. Or 
use this powder once a day for the 
hands: Borie acid, 98 per centum: 
saicylic acid, 2 per centum.

Answer—It would be the _ best 
economy to obtain some dental work 
which will work.

Meat requires less mastication 
than vegetables, cereals, fruits or 
nuts. Meats are not fattening foods, 
as compared with vegetables, cereals, 
breadstuffs, sweets.

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FRAMES ITS APPEAL 


Atlantic City, N. J.. August 5.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—An appeal to 
20,000 unions of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor was framed today by 
the executive council of that organ- 
ization, urging immediate organization 
of compaign headquarters and per- 
sonal accumulation of funds and mo- 
hilization of forces in support of Sen- 
ators La Follette and Wheeler and 
such congressional, state and local 
candidates in the fall election as the 
federation may designate. 

The council, in annual session here, 
aiso adopted a hands-off policy to- 
ward the National Defense day issue, 
advocating that since such a day had 
been officially set, labor shouid join 
in observing it. 

Reports of differences between the 
political committee of the federation 
and other so-called “La  Follette 
groups” brought from the council a 
siatement intended to clarify its posi- 
tion. This statement was a warning 
to all other organizations that the 
American Federation of Labor had as- 
sumed leadership in the choice of con- 
gressional candidates for labor to sup- 
port and would brook no interference. 

Statement Almost a Challenge. 

The statement was almost a chal- 
lenge, concluding, as it did, with these 
werds: 

“We will announce our list of ac- 
ceptable candidates for the senate and 
the house. We aer not concerned and 
will not be guided by what Morris 
Hillquit, of the socialist party, or 
any other group leaders,-may do, 

“If they run counter to our cam- 
paign, that is their responsibility. We 
will not subordinate our program to 
that of anyone else.” 

The executive council authorized 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
federation, to reply to William B. Wil- 
son. of Washington, former secretary 
of labor and . of the United Mine 
Workers of America, who was report- 
ed to have telegraphed in severe crit- 
icism of the failure of the executive 
council to withhold action on the La 
Follette-Wheeler indorsement until 
after John W. Davis, the democratic 
nominee, had made his speech of ac- 
eceptance, 

Message Received Day Later. 

A spokesman for Mr. Gompers de- 
elared that a previous telegram, in 
which Mr. Wilson requested that ac- 
tion be deferred, was not received un- 
til last Sunday, a day after the in- 
dorsements were recorded,

CROWE SCORES POINT 
IN EXAMINING EXPERTS. 
BY H. H. ROBERTSON. 

Chicago, August 5.—The cross-ex- 
amination of Dr. Healy today fur- 
nished none of the spectacular ele- 
ments that had characterized previous 
days of the ease. Crowe asked dozens 
of questions, some apparently trivial. 
some important. By every method 
known to the logician he attempted to 
compel the physician to say the boys 
were insane or sane. Dr. Healy re- 
fused to use the words which, he said, 
jhad no meaning in medical science and 
;merely were “lawyers’ words.” 

“Undoubtedly both defendants have 
nevchosis,” Dr. Healy answered 
response to Crowe's questioning. 

The prosecutor then asked the phy- 
sician if it were not true that psychia- 
trists had substituted the word “psy- 
ehosis” for “insanity.” 

“That is true,” the witness replied. 
“But it was done because there is no 
sich thing as insanity in medical 
science, It is purely a legal .term, 
one that doctors realize now has no 
existence in fact.” 

Quizzes Doctor on Emotions. 

The state's attorney then described 
to Dr. Healy how Leopold had told 
him that Loeb struck Franks over 
the head with a chisel, after he, Leo- 
pold, had been informed that Loeb 
had confessed. 

“What emotion was at work there, 
doctor?” asked Crowe. 

“Fear, cavtion, and the instinct for 
self-preservation,” the witness an- 
swered. 

“Wasn® that a normal action?”

Literally thousands of birds were 
killed, and then they never came back.

league. It required a unanimous vote 
of league directors to pass the rule 
that amended the constitution. ‘hey 
just as unanimously voted to repeal it. 

As of old and as is the custom 
throughout organized basebali, four 
and a half innings again constitutes 
a ball game.

Manhattan Steak—Take a pound 
and a half porterhouse steak. Do not 
cut off the tough end but eut the 
meaty part out, leaving the rim of 
fat. Grind tough end through chopper 
and make into an oblong pat: after 
seasoning it, lay it back where it was 
before cutting out. Fasten the fat 
strip around it and skewer with tooth- 
picks. Cook as usual and in serving, 
each plate receives steak, tenderloin 
and hamburg. 


Peach Shortcake—Take one cup 
flour, one-half cup sugar, one teaspoon 
baking powder, two tablespoons but- 
ter, salt. Moisten with milk until 
thickness of cake batter. Bake fif- 
teen minutes. A thin batter is better 
than the stiff biscuit kind. Half the 
peaches should be sliced, sprinkled 
with pulverized sugar and allowed to 
stand three or four hours. Sugar the 
other half and place on top. Use 
table cream, whipping only until it 
froths. Stiffly whipped cream on 
shorteake is too dry. 

To increase the efficiency .of your 
refrigerator keep the supply of ice up 
to capacity instead of allowing it to 
melt almost entirely before replenish- 
ing.

Harkleman, of Urbana, Lilinois, sec- 
retary of the international Crop Im 
provement asso-iation. 

Pointinge out the benefits which 
yave come to farmers of Lllinois and 
other states through a state asso- 
ciation to prormute the use of better 
seed, Mr. Harkleman recommended 
that the Georgia Breeders’ associa- 
tion make an effort to push the vari- 
eties of cotton, cern, soy beans and 
other crops that have given the best 
results. He recommended also that 
crops be inspected in the field for 
purity and that a recognized grade 
vf seed be established so that farmers 
ares know definitely the grade they 

uy 

Two hundred and fifty farmers and 
agricultural teachers attended the 
meeting today. About 25 members of 
the Winterville Pure Seed association 
were present. A large delegation wags 
on hand from Winder, Hartwell, 
Danielsville and other nearby cities. 

Nineteen states have formed the In- 
ternational Crop Improvement asso- 
ciation and have~set up _ definite 
stendards and it i predicted that as 
a result of the meeting Georgia will 
become a member of this interna- 
tional association. 

John ‘TT’. Pittard, of Winterville, 
president of the Georgia Breeders’ as- 
sociation, made an annual report of 
the work of the Winterville Pure 
Seed association. Mr. Pittard stated 
that the 44 members of the associa- 
tion are pleased with the result of 
four years’ work and expect to con- 
tinue to grow coiton, corn and soy 
bean seed for sale. He reported that 
after this year members of the Wir 
terville association will grow only 
College No. 1 cotton.

A check is a form of a bill of ex- 
change and is governed as far as pos- 
sible by the same rules which govern 
ordinary bills of exchange. However, 
the check has four distinctions from 
the regular bill of exchange. 
A check is always drawn on a bank 
or banker; a straight bill of exchange 
may be drawn on private parties or 
firms, 
The check is drawn by one who 
thereby asserts that he ig a depositor 
and has funds sufficient to cover the 
check in that bank. 
A check is always payable on de- 
mand, whereas a regular bill cf ex- 
change may not be. 
A check is not intended to remain 
out unpresented for payment except 
for a brief period. Many lawsuits 
have hinged on the definition of “brief 
period.”
